m great distraction of property. 


The meagre detail* whioh could be 


secured met the telephone wen to the 
effect that the explosion occurred in 
August Kup's saloon, 3,361 Pennsylva-' 
nia avenue, and that the adjoining build- 
ing had alao been wrecked. 
The con- 


clusion created (he wildest excitement in 
the immediate vicinity and hundreds of 
people gathered about as the ruins had 
taken fire and rumors were current that 
a number of persons wen buried in the 
debris. 


Just a few momenta after the flnt ex- 


plosion the Citizen'! Line car passed in 
rront of the wrecked building filled with 
passenger*, when a second explosion oo- 
cumd and the car was thrown from the 
track by the force of the upheaval. The 
consternation among the passengers was 
mon than a panic and scarcely one'of 
the whole number escaped without more 
or leas injury. The driver was blown 
from his position and so severely injured 
that he nay not recover. 


At the same time pieces of timber and 


flying debris of all kind, hurled in the 
air by the second explosion, caused 
havoc among those who had gathered in 
the vicinity, and the list of injured 
swelled until it had reached between 
twenty and thirty. 
Several other erup- 


tions followed and the number of houses 
embraced was increased to ten or fifteen. 
About twenty minutes past 12 o'clock 
the signal that the fin had been, extin- 
guished was in, but scarcely ten min- 
utes had elapsed until anotheralarm was 
sounded from the same box and addi- 
tional steamers hurried to the scene. 


In the excitement immediately follow- 


ing the only names of the injured which 
were to be ascertained were, Gibson, car 
driver; August Horn, an iron worker; 
Cinger A. Baker, injured. They were

The Committee on Bceolutions I>rew Up » 


Majority «nd» Mlnorltr Ueport. 


DENVER, January 30.—To-day's de- 


liberations in the national silver con- 
vention were of the most harmonious 
character. None .of the unruly spirit 
which predominated in the first session 
was observable. The discussion of the 
reports presented by the committee on. 
resolutions consumed nearly the whole 
day and was participated in by a large 
number of delegates, prominent among 
whom, were Congressman Belford and 
Congressman-elect Byrnes, At 5 o'clock 
the majority report was amended in 
some of its important particulars and 
passed by a unanimous vote. It reads 
as follows: 


The states and territories—Kansas, 


Colorado, Utah, New Mexico, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Arizona—in convention as- 
sembled at Denver, Colorado, January 
30,1885, adopt the following resolu- 
tions as a declaration of principles: 
First. That we are in favor of the 


doctrine of Bi-metalism as embodied 
in the laws of the United States pre- 
vious to 1873, and we urge the enact- 
ment of those laws at the earliest. 


Second. That in tho interest of 


trade aud commerce we demand free 
and unlimited coinage of gold and sil- 
ver bullion at the present standard of 


inage. 
Third. We demand that congress 
shall pass an act directing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to withdraw from 
circulation all one and two dollar bills 
in order to give a larger circulation to 
the standard dollar. 
Fourth. We condem the secretarys 


of tho treasury for their unlawful 
evasions of the provisions of the Bland 
bill and other laws relating to the 
amendment, and demand that clearing 
house balances and obligations of the 
government be paid without discrim- 
ination in gold or -silver or gold and 
silver certificates. 


Fifth. Resolved, That it is the sense 


of this convention that a law amenda- 
tory of the national bank act be en- 
acted whereby said banks throughout 
tho United States shall not keep less 
than 15 per cent of legal reserves in 
national standard silver coin, and also 
that the redemption fund of said banks 
shall be in silver coin. 


Sixth—That until congress shall re- 


store silver to its ancient, rightful and 
constitutional equality with gold, in 
respect to coinage, wo demand a liber- 
al construction aud faithful execution 
of tho provision of tho Bland bill. 


Seventh—That the 
demands and 


recommendations about to bo made 
are based on broader grounds than 
any consideration of mere satisfaction 
or protection of a particular industry. 
That they are the well nigh forgotten 
terms of a wise constitution and laws, 
under which this nation has gained its 
peace as the foremost pedplc of the 
globe; that silver needs no such pro- 
tection as is extended to pampered in- 
dustries of the east; that this question 
touching the dearest Interests of every 
human being of this broad land, and 
that it involves the question of whether 
the debt paying medium of the nation 
shall be so changed as to increase the 
value of notes, bonds,, mortgages and 
other fixed incomes and depreciate the 
value of all ther property and also in- 
volve proper execution of our consti- 
tution and our laws. 
The 
following 
resolutions were 


adopted: 


Whereas, The material and com- 


mercial interests of the southern and 
western portions of this nation are of 
great importance to the prosperity of 
the whole nation, and 


Whereas, the secretary otthe treas- 


ury sways the financial power of this 
administration and has seemed to pos- 
sess the power of administration, and 
has seemed possessed of a power to 
almost nullify the acts of congress, as 
is notably instanced in the manner the 
treasury has been administered since 
the passage of the act known as the 
Bland Silver Bill. 
Resolved, that the silver convention 


composed of the. delegates of the sev- 
eral states and territories, of all polit- 
ical opinions and complexions, earnest- 
ly request president elect 
Grover 


Cleveland to select some statesman for 
secretary of the treasury, who will not 
be in the interest of national banks and 
eastern brokers, bnt will recognize the 
great interests of the south and west, 
in shaping the finances of the adminis- 
tration and strive to promote the in- 
terest of the whole people instead of 
consulting the wishes of only the mag- 
nates of Wall street. 


A copy of these resolutions were 


ordered sent to president elect Cleve- 
land.

About a hundred letters of birthday con- 
gratulatulaiious from oil professions and 
occupations and from all lands of Christ- 
endom remind me that I am- fifty-three 
years of age.
